I IG W little we realize the influence of words upon the world. Last night 
I read an inspiring essay by Kipling and the words seemed to burn 
themselves into my brain, stimulating every cell therein. 
No one can read Shakespeare without marvelling at the choice of 
words that is sc evident all through everything that he wrote. I like to 
lead Hvzlitt for the same reason, and Stevenson, as well. These writers 
built ideas through their words, and their structures will outlast all other 
material building. Long after the very pyramids are to dust again, words 
that have been uttered before and put into ideas, will outlast them. 
What a contrast a kind worn is to a bitter word. Either Hubbard once 
wrote: “Do the best that you can and bt kind.” Tile entire good philoso­ 
phy of a life is wrapped up in that simple line of words. 
When Napoleon called to his soldiers in Egypt: “Soldiers, from yonder 
Pyramids, forty centuries lock down upon you.” he uttered a string of 
words that must have uplifted every fighting heart among his men. But 
when I stood in Washington, D. C., before th at simple and yet magnificent 
merrier Sal to Abraham Lincoln, and read those deathless words: “With 
charity for all. and malice toward none.” I felt that I was in the presence 
of a hying soul who still breathed those words, into my being.

Tuesday termed communism, fas­ 
cism

and voted 
to fight 
the 
spread of these doctrines with all 
its strength. 
Drawing to a close after disposing 
of the John L. Lewis revolt issue, 
the federation’s fifty-sixth annual 
convention declared European dic­ 
tatorships had wiped out the work­ 
ingm ans liberties and aimed "by 
force and bloodshed” to subjugate 
"all those within the nation 
who 
may differ.” 
"Under fascism, naziism and com­ 
munism, 
political 
differences 
of 
opinion are held to be treason,” the 
convention’s resolutions asserted. 
Differences Not Tolerated 
"The world has witnessed the po­ 
litical assassinations and the so­ 
called judicial verdicts by which 
those in opposition are done away 
with. 
The examples are recent and 
impressive. 
"W here communist! is in control, 
differences of political opinion and 
opposition to the administration are 
not tolerated. 
Only recently out­ 
standing leaders in the Bolshevik 
revolution were charged with trea­ 
son for doing what is every Amer­ 
ican’s right. 
"They were found guilty and exe­ 


cuted as a warning to others that 1 
there can be but one political party 
under a dictatorship and opposition j 
to it means death.” 
The convention also voted to re­ 
affirm its boycott on German goods, 
tu t turned down a resolution to 
support the Spanish loyalists. 
Louis Yalgoda, of Pottsville, Pa., 
protesting rejection of the Spanish 
resolution, said the A. F. of L.

Berlin, Nov. 25 (AP).—The nazi 
r.overnment termed award of the 
1935 Nobel peace prize to Carl von 
Ossietzky, German pacifist, a “chal­ 
lenge and an insult” in an official 
statement Tuesday. 
The biting expression of nazi ir­ 
ritation asserted that with "Osseitz- 
ky the Nobel peace prize fell for 
the first time on one who was sen­ 
tenced by the highest court of his 
country as a traitor.” 
The satement promised a further 
"direct reply” of a nature not re­ 
vealed. 
It was distributed as a commen­ 
tary on an Oslo item by the Ger- 
man news agency briefly announc­ 
ing the award. 
"Bestowing the Nobel prize on a 
notorous 
traitor,” the 
statem ent 
continued, “Is an impudent chal­ 
lenge and insult to the new G er­ 
many.” 
“A proper, direct answer will fol­ 
low.” 
A spokesman explained that since 
Von Ossietzky’s release he was "an 
unofficial personage,” but added: 
"If disruptive elements wish 
to 
rally behind the name of Von Os- 
our position with regard to him .”
